Mr. Gladstone does not bold the 
same opinion as his late colleagne.Mr.

The ex-Premier is unable to 
concur in tho opinion that the wear- 
ing of mourning should be abandon- 
ed, but at the same time ho thinks the 
whole subject of our funeral customs 
require* to ho gravely considered by 
tho country. 

Mr W. E. Foster, M. P., Mr. M. 
E. Grant Duff, M. P., and Mr. W. K. 
Gray have been nominated for the 
Lord Rectorship of Aberdeen Univer- 
sity at a meeting of the students. 

Mr. Stanton, the well known bicycle 
rider, has won his match against time 
— C50 miles in seven days. Ho had 
an hour to spare when ho completed 
the last mile. 

Lord Derby is to receive the free- 
dom of the City of Edinburgh on tho 
same day aa the Bight Hon. W. E. 
Foster, M. P. 

Under the head of 'Murderous play- 
things," the"Timea" reports:— A lady 
named Umfroville, wife of Mr. C. 
Umfreville, magistrate for the County 
of Kent, has oxpired at her residence 
at Greenhithe, Kent. It seems that a 
few evenings back tho deceased lady, 
■who had been out riding with a friend, 
had juBt alighted from her carriage 
when she was struck in the head by a 
stone, supposed to have been dis- 
charged from a catapult, causing a 
severe wound. Mrs. Umfreville was 
assisted indoors, aud subsequently 
complained of great pain iu her head. 
Sir William Gull was summoned by- 
telegraph, but was to late." 

At tho Mansion House, a tobacconist 
has been prosecuted at the instance of 
the Socoity for tho Suppression of 
Vice, for exposing for the sale pipes 
of an objectionable character. Iu con- 
sideration of its being tho defendant's 
first offence, he was sentenced to im- 
prisonment for fourteen days only. 

The unusual incident of the over- 
turning of an omnibus is chronicled in 
the London papers. It was laden 
with twenty-six persons, and nearly 
every person, including tho driver and 
conductor, was more or less seriously 
injured. 

The directors and general manager 
of the London, Brighton, and South 
Coast Railway Company have put ou 
one of the new Pullman Palace cars 
to run between tbeir Westend termiuus 
and tho Queen of Watering Placos. A 
trial trip has just been made. The 
experiment i» described to have been 
in every respect a complete success. 
At a "dojocnor" which was hold, and 
at which between sixty aud noveuty 
gentlemen were present, various toasts 
were proposod appropriate to the oc- 
casion. 

Professor Blackio, being interrupt- 
ed in his opening address to his senior 
Graek class, on Tuesday, admonished 
his Btudonts.aud ordered the expluaion 
of some of tho noisiest. This failing 
to secure order, tho professor closed 
hie book and left tho hall. 

The London correspondent of tho 
Birmingham 'Gazette' writes: — "I am 
told (though tho statement seems 
ncaseely credible) that the late Mr. 
Singor, of American sowing machine 
famo, was receiving an income of 
£240, 00U a year at tho tune of his 
death. Possibly tho amount of his 
wealth was exaggerated, but, at any 
rate, it was enormous, Yet ho spent 
his money lavishly. lie was building 
an immenso mansion at Paignton, near 
Torquay, when ho died, and he has 
left his houso to his widow, with suf- 
ficient money to finish it and to keep 
it up. Ho was in tho habit of making 
presents of jewellery to all tho ladies 
who visited him, and nt tho balis ho 
gave thoro wore few of tho lady guests 
who did not wear some token of his 
munificonco. 

The recont floods have cost tho Bur- 
ton browors £20,000. But that is a 
mere flea bito to such linns aa Bass 
and Allsopp, who produce £5,000 
worth of beer a day. Messrs. Bass 



stand at tho bottom of tho tree, or vat 
rather. They turn out a million bar- 
rels a year. Messrs. Allsopp stands 
next with 750,000 barrels, and there 
is moro than ono other Burton firm 
which produces 500,000. When busi- 
ness is done on such a scale as this 
one can understand how it is that 
baronetcies, and even peerages, aio 
offered to tin so commercial jjiant, as 
in the case with Mr. Bass; but he has 
declined both offers. 

The skating rinks are now multi- 
plying in England. They cost little 
to construct, aud they are so popular 
that tho returns are very large. Tho 
number of persons leaining to skate 
is increasing every day. An action in 
«Jhaueory is now going on respecting 
an alleged infringement of patent 
right in the roller-skate. The patent, 
which is claimed by an American, is 
well worth defending, for, in consej 
queuce of the large number of rinks 
which have boon opened, the skate 
has become a very valuable property. 

A startling incident occurred at 
Manchester at the annual meeting of 
the Household Stores Association, an 
institution founded on tho principle 
of the Civil Service stores. During a 
stormy discussion on the management 
of the directors, Mr. W. S. Lawn, 
Secretary of the Lancashire and York- 
shire Railway Company, who had 
spoken iu support of the directors, 
suddenly fell from his seat, overcome, 
as it was supposed, by the heat, and 
was carried out of the room. A few 
minutes afterwards it was reported to 
tho meeting that Mr. Lawn had ex- 
pired, and the announcement produc- 
ed an electrical effect. Mr. Lawn has 
boeu secretary of the Lancashire and 
Yorkshire railway for twenty years. 
He was about sixty-seven years of age, 
aud tho cause of death is supposed to 
have been heart disease. 

The Duchess of Edinburgh was, ou 
the 29th ult., safely delivered of a 
daughter. This increases to twenty- 
six the number of grand -children 
born to her Majesty. The Crown 
Princess of Germany has had eight 
children, one of whom is dead; the 
Princess Alice of Hesse, six, of whom 
ono (Louis) died in May last year; the 
Princess of Wales, six, of whom tho 
youngest died in April, 1S71, the day 
after his birth; Princess Helena of 
Schleswig-Holstein, four; and tho 
Duchess of Edinburgh, two. Tho 
marriage of the Duke and Duchess 
was celebrated at St. Petersburgb on 
2:3rd January, 1871, and their first 
child, Prince Alfred, was born on the 
15th of October of last year. 

A London correspondent states that 
the M. S. of the article given up by 
the publisher of tho "Englishman" to 
Mr. Potter's solicitors is found not to 
be iu the handwriting of tho person 
who claimed to have writon the article 
for tho print which his professes to 
edit. This is what Mr. George Pott- 
er has assorted from tho first. When 
Ahmed Kenealy swore in tho police 
court that he wrote tho article, aud 
protested that Mr. Geo. Potter was 
not tho "rogue and sham" he had in 
his mind, he committed himself to a 
statement which the manscript of the 
article is believed not to bear out, It 
is hardly credible that such a state- 
ment would be made recklessly in 
order to shield Dr. Kenealy, and one 
must assume that an explanation can 
be and will be made when the case 
comes before a Court in another form. 
It is conceivable, for example, that 
Ahmed Kenealy may bo able; to show- 
that though his whs not the hand that 
indited the article, his was tho mind 
that couceived aud dictated it to an 
amanuensis. But the theory upon 
which Mr. Potter is proscutiug goes 
further than this, for iho handwriting 
is expected to establish the original 
allegation that a person who is behind 
Ahmed Kenealy is tho real water and 
responsible author of tho article. The 
"Englishman" libel case may turn out 
to be another Tichborne case in its 
bewildering contradictions. The in- 
tention is to proceed against Dr. 
Kenealy r«s to the author of the libell- 
ous article, and the question of hand- 
writing is likely to be tho essence of 
tho inquiry. 

A. minister of West Anstruther, 
Scotland, appealed to Sir Robert An- 
struther, who was an extensive land- 
owner in that parish, to assist in plac 
ng a stove in the church, which he 
said tho congregation found very cold. 
"Cauld , sir, cuuld !" Sir Robert ex- 
claimed. "Then warm them with 
your doctrine, sir. John Knox never 
asked for a stove in his kirk." 

A Kansas clergyman paused in tho 
midst of a sermon he was delivering a 
few weeks ago, and remarked with a 
snvago scowl upon his countenance 
and in a voice loud enough to 
bo heard outside the church, "If the 
boy that flung that egg through the 
window will remain until tho services 
are over I'll show him what a Christian 
minister can do for tho salvation of 
his soul."

Will Glreitt Britain Assist? 



The Toronto "Monetary Timeu" of 
the 12tb ult. 1ms an nrticlo bearing 
on the Pacific Railway question, a 
portion of which wo deem of sufficient 
importance to warrant its transference 
to those columns. In the midst of the 
feeling of excitement — not to say ex- 
asperation — cynsed by the publication 
of the "Minuto of Council," tlio idea 
thrown out that England may ma- 
terially assist in the construction of 
the trans-continental road will strike 
many as reasonable and just. It is 
certainly not a now idea, for wo re- 
member as far back as 1870 bearing 
discussions as to England probably 
aiding Canada to build the road. The 
popular view in Canada at tho present 
moment woulcfcappear to bo that the 
Dominion lias its hands too full alrea- 
dy of unproductive works. That, 
however, is her misfortune — not Brit- 
ish Columbia's fault; and in any ar- 
rangements that are proposed Cana- 
da's statesmen should net lose sight 
of that fact. But here is the "Times'" 
article. It will well repay perusal: — 

"Tue experience of tho Government iu 
tho mutter of railway construction hits so 
fivr boon of Huch a character as to inspire 
oaatiou rather than encouragement. Tho 
unproductive millions mink in tho Grand 
Trunk were our first essay, and Cauada, 
■with all her resources, is not so noli that 
she can afford to repeat many experi- 
ments of the name uature, But the In- 
tercolonial road has been a moro trying 
experiment than even the Grand Trunk. 
It lias been boiiio fioven years in progress 
and it is not completed yet. It has added 
very largely to the burdens of tho coun- 
try, and has scarcely yielded one particle 
of appreciable benefit to it. It was in- 
troduced as a necessity of Confederation, 
but wo veuturo to say that tho bond be- 
tween the provinces would have boon just 
as strong iu reality had the railway never 
beeii advanced beyond the stage ol a mere 
projeot. The largo trade between the 
provinces is carried on almost wholly 
without reference to it. Ami apart from 
political, and perhaps military consider- 
ation!!, there is in reality uo necessity for 
the existence of a railway such as tho In- 
tercolonial at all We are led to those 
remarks by tho contention that has arisen 
between tho merits of the former and the 
present modes of carrying out the enter- 
prise known as tho Pacitio railway. A 
railway through British territory all the 
way across tho continent has been a 
dream of statesmen and politicians for 
almost a generation; and endless speech- 
es have been made glowing with 
various degrees of eloqueneo on the 
trade that would bo likely to spring up 
between China and Britain, and would bo 
certain to take this ohannol. One thing 
was, however, some times ovorlooked.viz. , 
the precise interest Canada had in tho 
matter. If tho lino was mainly required 
for tho furtherance of tho trade ot Bri- 
tain, why shonld Cannada bear all the 
burden of its construction? The inter- 
est of Canada in a highway to China and 
the East is infinitesimal compared with 
the interests of England. Tho whole 
trado of Canada .with these regions would 
scarcely occupy the line for a single week 
out of the fifty-two iu tho year. Even if 
we consider tho interests which tho pro- 
vinces along the St. Lawrence and the 
Atlantic have in the Province of British 
Columbia, it amounts to a very small trifle 
indeed. Considerations of trado and 
commerce would never justify tho expen- 
diture even of a single million to obtaiu 
communication with it. This is the plain 
fact, and we might as well acknowledge it. 
What trado can we ever have with British 
Columbia ? What supply's can we over 
draw from it? It sounds very large 
and very romantic to talk about tins 
connection wit h tho Pacific Ocean, but 
practically speaking, it is a moro dream 
to think of it« being any material advan- 
tage to us. When enormous sunn of 
money require to be found, and enormous 
material burdens undertaken, it is ma 
tel'ial advantage alone that has a right to 
bo weighed. The advantage would be <il- 
mo*/ wltolly to England, and, so far as a 
rou e across the continent is concerned, if 
the burden were distributed according to the 
advantage, England ought to j>u/ at lea$l 
nine lentils of its while cost. )Ve again state 
that we discuss thi* matter from a monetary 
point of view alone Tho schemes of poli- 
tician^ often prove to bo mero dreams — 
but the expenditure of money is a hard 
and substantial fact. And when the ex- 
penditure is incurred it hours interest and 
involves taxation practically for all time 



to come.

"Ocr Colonial Empire." — At Edin 
burgh, Scotland, on the Oth November, 
the Right Hon. W. E. Foster, M. P.. 
opened the lecture session of the Edin 
burgh Philosophical Association with an 
eloqueut address on "Our Colonial Em- 
pire." Discussing the important question 
in its various aspects, the lecturer earn- 
estly advocated consolidation of the Em 
pire, or Imperial Federation, as what 
should bo steadily lu l l in vi<>w. At tho 
same time bo candidly admitted that he 
had no complete scheme to offer for im 
uediately realizing the "bright ideal." 
Still there were good reasons sufficient to 
induce mon of British origin or connexion 
to cease to regard separation as "manifest 
destiny." Mr. Forstcr denied that the 
Gladstone government, of which ho him- 
self bad been a member, had not endea- 
vored to "imir>vo and strengthen our 
'connection with tho Colonies'' Ho main- 
tained that the Liberals had done much 
to further this end, and that the Colonies 
had been and would in stiil greater mea- 
sure be a source of strengtli and not of 
weakness to tho Mother Country. Ho 
commented strongly ou ihe modern ten- 
dency of men of one tongue to unite into 
one nationality. Should the English- 
speaking race of tho elder branch alone 
seek disintegration and consequent weak- 
ness. 



What the Captain or the Abkwbioht 
Saw. — The Captain of the ship Arkwripht 
from Nanaimo for San Francisco, reports 
that when off Neah Bay, two days after 
the wreck of the Pacific, he passed a 
steamer's house, life buoys, floating car 
go, gangways, furniture, trunks, gun car- 
riage, doors (grained inside and white 
outside,) part of a paddlebox, and many 
other fragments of wreck of all descrip- 
tions. This was about sixty miles north 
of tho scone of tho collision between tho 
Orpheus and Pacific, throo days before. 
Captain Marshall reports that two hours 
after Beeing the debris of the wreck, he 
passed close alongside tho body of a wo- 
rarn floating with a life preserver around 
her body. The only clothing she had on 
was a single under garment. The body 
was apparently that of a largo middle- 
aged woman with a heavy head of brown 
hair. 



New Westminster District 

[Guardian.] 

Tho Royal City proceeded up river on 
Thursday morning, and may Go able to 
roach Yalo if the ico has boeu removed by 
the lato heavy rains. 

Tho heavy rains of tho last few days, 
united to tho melting snow, havo jointly 
made sluices of our streets, washing down 
sand and gravel to tho lower levels and 
filling up culverts. Mary Btrcot prosont- 
od two formidable streams. 

Langley had snowdrifts sevon foot deep 
a week ago.

Another remarkable fact 
is, that tho river channel, although some- 
what crooked— is deeper, Capt. Cooper 
says, than ho over knew it before.

It is a 
creditable business, Mr. Walkein, setting 
tho t^o sections by the ears so that you 
may retain power. Bnt you won't do it 
for all that. Victorians have at last 
como to understand you and your 
treacherous policy. At a time when there 
should bo perfect unanimity you are do- 
ing your best to divide and distract tho 
people ou the one great question, hoping 
to escape in tho dust that may bo kicked 
up. 



Arrival of the Dakota. 

The P. M. Steamship Dakota, Capt. H, 
G. Morse, arrived at Esquimalt at 2 o'- 
clock yesterday morning, bringing 32 
cabin and 31 steerage paB8engers,250 tons 
of freight, and 12 pkga of mail matter.

Tho "inquiry" has already begun in 
secret, it might as well bo understood 
now that tho public will havo uo confi- 
dence in this so-called investigation. We 
havo had this kind of "inquiry" before 
and know just how much it is worth. 
Thero can bo no good reason for secrecy 
in a matter of this kind. The frionds and 
relatives of three hundred peoplo, sent 
to the bottom of the sea by tho criminal 
negligence of somebody, have a right to 
a full and fair opportunity to know who 
is responsible for the wholesalo sacrifice 
of human life. The great traveling pub- 
lic have a right to hear or read tho evi- 
dence from day to day, bo as to form their 
own judgment. No petty officials ought 
to have the power to say to their masters, 
the people, "You shall know no more of 
this matter than wo choose to tell you." 

We have reason to congratulate our 
people that the authorities at Victoria 
have been prompt to tako all the evidence 
obtainable, at tho inquest on the bodies 
of the dead, and allow all persons who 
desire to hoar and report that evidence. 
Tho Victoria papers have mads full and 
impartial reports of the sv.oru testimony 
of tho survivors of the Pacific aud bo me 
of tho crew of the Orpheus. That testi 
niony is being faithfully reproduced iu 
tbo ^columns of tho Alta Tho pooplo 
read and digest it; and upon it will he 
founded tho great popular verdict in this 
most important matter. The evidence 
shows clearly where the blame rests. 
By tho time the inquest has been con 
eluded, public opinion will he firmly fixed. 

R. H. Waterman and Jame? Hilltnan, 
the U. S. Inspectors of Hulls and Boil- 
ers, w ho aro conducting tho "investiga- 
tion" into the Pacitio disaster, aro detor 
mined to have tho examination of wit 
nesses in fceoret. A reporter of the Alta 
called at their office to learn some facts, 
if possible, relative to the manner in 
which the investigation is being carried 
ou, but his mission was fruitless. The 
roportor first inquired for Mr. Bemis, and 
wus told by the clerk that he would not 
bo in tho office until ten o'clock this 
morning. T)*6 Reporter next addressed 
himself to Capt. Boh Waterman, and in 
quired whether it was the determination 
of the Inspectors to continue their inves- 
tigation in secret? "Yes," replied Capt. 
Bob Waterman, roughly, "when we get 
through we will let tho papers look at 
tne testimony; not before." ' When do 
you expect to conclude tho investiga- 
tion?" was askod. "When wo get finish 
oil; we do not want to bo interviewed 
now," was Capt Bob Waterman's reply. 
[B. F. Chronicle.] 

The Board of Inspectors of steam ves- 
sels have begun an investigation of the 
Pacific disaster. Tne Board consists of 
Capt. Waterman, hull inspector, and Mr. 
Hillman, boiler inspector. Two witnesi- 
es have been examined, one of them be- 
ing Henry F. Jelly, a survivor of tho Pa- 
cific. Tho investigation is held with 
closed doors at the express desire of 
('apt. Waterman, who did not wish to be 
annoyed by outsiders Other witnesses 
are to ho examined next week. Then tho 
written testimony will bo given to Su- 
pervising Inspector Bemis, who will 
transmit it to the Trehsury Department 
at Washington. At the conclusion of tho 
inquiry tho evidence will be made public. 
Messrs. Goodall, Nelson, Perkins A- Co. 
are anxious that the investigation should 
bo opouly conducted, and think that they 
have been unfairly treated by tho press. 
Tho firm say that tho public seem to think 
that thoy gloat over the loss of their ship 
aud those ou board. Mr. Perkins said to 
a Chbonioli: reporter yestorday that it 
was a nioBt .ridiculous thing to say that 
thoy would risk human life and property 
on an unseaworthy vessel.

A correspondent of this paper raised 
tho question some days ago whether the 
chivalry of the aeas was entirely gone. If 
wo were to confine the evidence, to a uuin 
ber of cases occurring of lato wo should 
nay unhesitatingly that the old fashioned 
chivalry of tho sailor had disappeared. 
Whenever a marine disaster happens in 
these times, we expect to find among the 
passengers more discipline, coolness and 
self-negation than among the officers and 
crow of the ship. Iu the caso of tho Pa 
eitio tiie destruction « as so Badilou and 
complete that we have only a few isolated 
facts. But these were sufficient to lav 
tho foundation for tho verdict which a 
jury iu Victoria has found, and that with- 
out the precaution of sitting with closed 
doors. Tiie gist of this verdict is that 
the Orpheus went out of her course, and 
by crossing the bows of tho steamer occa 
sioned the disaster. Tho iduw from the 
steamer was so lignt Unit if she. had been 
a sound vessel there would probably have 
been no serious damage An inadequate 
watch was maintained on the steamer 
There were , 2'W persons on board; tint tho 
carrying capacity of the Pacific's bouts 
did not exceed 160 persons. There was 
not discipline enough among tho crow to 
lower the boats properly. Tho captain of 
of the Orpheus sailed away af'cr tho col 
lision without waiting to inquire what 
damage had been d jno. 

So much for tho verdict. The steamer 
floated at least three-quarters of an hour, 
giving time enough to lower every boat, 
and to construct rafts from spars, doors 
and light wood work to havo sustained 
all the passengers. After tho accident oc 
ourred, Jelley, the only passenger saved, 
was the first to suggest to tiie captain that 
rockets ought to be sent up. This was 
done by Jelley, without any other agency 
of tho captain than that of telling Jelley 
where to find the rockets. Moreover, tho 
collision was a raking ono, and was so 
light, that Jelley, before discovering the 
sinking condition of tho steamer, was 
cbout to go to bed sgain, thinking l;hiH 
no great damage could be done from so 
light a blow.) the ship was old and tender. 
If the testimony of some of the oarpon 
tors may bo credited who were engaged 
in overhauling her recently, she was un- 
sound and was not made sound by any 
repairs put on her. Tho master of the 
Orpheus made no effort to discover what 
damage ho had done to the Bteamer, 
whoso eignnls he saw after tho collision. 
He did not, oven lower a boat. * * * 

Captain Bob Waterman's court sitting 
in secret will have a great deal of trouble 
in patching up things. This Victoria 
jury has made up a record which proba 
bly embodies the vital facts. This record 
is supplemented by a few outside facts 
which probably make as authentic a his- 
tory of the case as wo shall ovor have.

Ottawa, Nov. 19. — A meeting of the 
creditors of Mr J. A. Gonin, of the 
llussell llouao, took place to day. 
Statements of the liabilities ami assets 
wore read. The Russell House direct 
liabilities were shown to be $126,000; 
indirect, ?30,000. The assets sliow 
a deficit of $28,000. Tho creditors 
agreed to accept tbirty-threo cents on 
tho dollar, extending over a period of 
throo veins, payments semi-annually 
without interest. Tho favorable ar- 
rangement is duo to the perfect faith 
the creditors had in tho integrity aad 
energy of Mr. Goum.

Canada 

Quebec , No. 25. — Speaker Fortiu has 
received further information from tho 
Gulf, showing that six vessels carry- 
ing provisions from Halifax to the 
Magdalen islands, havo been totally 
wrecked, aud only seventeen men out 
of sixty are saved. The peoplo of 
these Islands depend entirely upon 
fishory for their subsistaneo, and the 
vessels lost were bringing back their 
winter's supply of provisions. Unless 
provisions are sent them from other 
sources, many of them must starve, 
and this afternoon Government is to 
propose some measures of rolief. 

Toronto, Nov. 25. — At a meeting of 
manufacturers now in session in this 
city to consider tho subject of the 
dullness in business, nothing of im- 
portance has been done yet. The 
subject of the tariff will probably ha 
broughs tip to morrow. Most of the 
largo manufacturing establishments 
have reduced their tariff, and will 
havo to shut down before Spring. 
Large failures are expected througu- 

OUt CJllUuda. 

Tbo Lieutenant - Governor of 
Ontario opened the first session of the 
Third Parliament of Ontario at three 
o'clock to-day by tho folio wing speech 
from tho throne: Reforms which from 
time to time have been made in tho 
election laws of tho Proviueo, result- 
ed io that order and decorum at the 
late elections which were anticipated. 
Bills may be brought up for your con- 
sideration as to the advisability of 
amending certain portions of the laws, 
so as to free constituencies and candi- 
dates from undue hardship. Ho re- 
ferred in a congratulatory tone to 
tho abundant harvest which our Pro- 
vince has boon blessed with, aud also 
having boeu comparatively free from 
the effocts of over-speculation. He 
expressed confidence that tho period 
will not bo long before tho Province 
will enter on a fresh career of activity 
and prosperity. In referring to rail- 
road matters, he said, your attention 
will probably bo invited to tho ques- 
tion of tho best mode of affording en- 
coui agement to railway enterprises, 
which have for their object tho open- 
ing up, settling and improving the 
remote nreaa of tho Province. He re- 
ferred with much satisfaction to im- 
migration, and said that, notwithstand- 
ing the inducements held out by other 
countries, a largo number of immi- 
grants have settled in our Province 
during the past year. 

Quebec, November 28th. — A letter 
has been received from Capo Marie 
Chaleur, to the effeut that on the 10th 
instant a terrific storm . visited that 
place. Several houses and barns were 
ieveled to the ground. The storm was 
accompanied with snow, which block- 
ed up the roads. Tho steamer "Pro- 
gress" went to assist the stoamship 
"Konia," of the Arcadian lino, ashore 
on Goose Island, and returned to port 
yesterday. Sho reports the "Konia" 
lying iu ono of the creeks, partly 
across the stream, with her port side 
stove in. Tho ico was in the hold and 
over her deck to the height of fifteen 
feet. She will be a total loss. The 
Progress picked up two cauocs with 
the Captain and crow, who loft tho 
vessel, and brought them to Quebec.
